The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recitation 
of a balancing device comprising a rotatable shaft, a pair of spiral groove pulleys 
attached to the shaft with ropes attached thereto, an elastic member in the form of a 
friction disc is attached at each end of the shaft and is rotatably supported on the shaft 
to allow adjustment of a torsion load caused by rotation of the pulleys and shaft, and the 
head surface of the friction disc is inclined with respect to the shaft and rotates against a 
corresponding head surface of an opposing friction disc to exert an axial pressure on 
the friction disc is seen as an unobvious improvement over the art of record.
